Indianapolis, Dec. 24—The 
ten years will see the greatest devel­ 
opment in commercial relations be­ 
tween South America and the United 
States that we have seen in any de­ 
cade in history. 
This was the opin­ 
ion expressed today by Judge Joseph 
H. Shea, slated as the next ambas­ 
sador to Chile, in an interview grant­ 
ed the United Press. 
Judge Shea is the choice of Sena­ 
tor Kern for the Ambassadorship left 
vacant when President Wilson ap­ 
pointed Henry P. Fletcher ambassa­ 
dor to Mexico. 
The position at Mexi­ 
co City has customarily gone to In­ 
diana men, and for this reason it is 
believed that the Indiana senators 
will be allowed to name the man who 
will take Fletcher's place in Santiago. 
“The war in Europe has naturally 
directed attention toward cementing 
and rendering more effective the 
friendly relations existing between our 
own government 
and 
the 
several 
states of South America,” said Judge 
Shea. 
“The possibilities of mutually 
helpful political as well as trade re­ 
lations are very great, and it is ob­ 
vious that it is the policy of our gov­ 
ernment now, as it has been in the 
past, to use every effort to stimulate 
and strengthen these friendly rela­ 
tions.” 
Judge Shea hesitated to give an 
expression of his opinions at this 
time. 
“I feel that any detailed ex­ 
pression of views as to conditions in 
South America at this time by me 
would be inopportune, if not wholly 
out of place,” he said. 
“However, I 
may say in a general way, lhat I have 
given some attention to political as 
well as industrial and 
commercial 
conditions in South America during 
the past ten years. 
I have noticed 
vrith interest the wonderful develop­ 
ment of the several states in the in­ 
dustrial activities generally. 
“Viewing the whole proposition as 
it now stands,” he said, “it is the uni­

Flyin g O ver Northern Greece. 


London, Dec. 24.—An Austrian aero­ 
plane flew to within a little more than 
three miles of Salónica and dropped 
bombs near a village in the vicinity, 
according to reports from Salónica, 
forwarded by the Havas correspond 
ent at Athens. 
Another unconfirmed report from 
the same source was to the effect that 
a Zeppelin had been seen flying over 
northern Greek territory. 
The dispatch is as follows: 
“It is reported from Salónica that 
an Austrian aeroplane was perceived 
five kilometers from Salónica, 
After 
reconnoiterin% the aeroplane dropped 
five bombs near the village of Apapli, 
without doing any damage. 
Three 
French aeroplane started in pursuit, 
but the enemy flew off in a northerly 
direction. 
“According to another report, as yet 
unconfirmed, a Zeppelin has been seen 
flying over Fiorina and Demir-Hissar.” 
It is believed in military circles here 
that the Austrian aeroplane’s appear­ 
ance may herald an early advance 
upon Salónica by the Austro-Germans. 
The German forces at the Hart- 
mannsweiler Kopf, the desperately 
contested peak in the Vosges, which 
was the scene of a notable French vie 
tory, further decreased the French 
gains by retaking the positions wrest­ 
ed from them on the left of the French 
position, on the northern slopes of 
the mountain. At this point the French 
troops retreated to the positions they 
occupied before the attack. 
According to the official communi- i 
que issued by the French war office, 
the conquered positions on a front of 
two kilometers are still in the hands 
of the French as the fruits of their 
attack. 
These positions are on the 
French center and right, taking in the 
heights southeast of the summit and 
to the south as far as the Wattweiler 
farm. 
A heavy snow interrupted the in­ 
fantry fighting, but the German artil­ 
lery began a violent bombardfent of 
the summit and northern slopes and 
it is presumed counter attacks will be 
made as soon as weather conditions 
are favorable.

BLOCKADE BOATS 


Sailors Off American 


Coast Are Restless. 


NOTHING TO DO BUT WAIT 


Sailor on Cruiser That Sank the Em 
den Tells of His Dislike of Barnegat 
and Describes Hardships That Affect 
the Men— Fresh Vegetables Hard to 
Get, and Food Is Not Good. 


Washington, Dec. 24.—If official re­ 
ports bear out the press dispatches 
regarding the torpedoing of the .Jap­ 
anese liner Yasaka Maru, by an Aus­ 
trian or German submarine in the 
Mediterranean, it is expected in offi­ 
cial circles that the issue now pend­ 
ing between this country and Austria 
over the sinking of the Italian liner 
Ancona will be seriously complicated. 
The state department had received 
no dispatches on the subject, but it is 
said that a vigorous protest will be 
made to Austria or Germany, if offi­ 
cial reports confirm the statement 
that the Japanese liner, with an Amer­ 
ican on board, was torpedoed without ; 
warning, even though it may be shown 
that all on board (scaped. 
In the near ultimatums to Austria I 
and in the notes to Germany on the 
sinking of the Lusitania, the United 
States made it very plain that it can I 
draw no distinction 
from 
a legal 
standpoint between illegal submarine 
attacks, which result in the loss of 
American lives and those which mere- j 
ly place the lives of American citizens 
in jeopardy. 
The press reports that all on board 
the Japanese liner were able to es­ 
cape, inclines officials here to the be­ 
lief that the vessel was warned in 
time to get the passengers off safely, 
as experience has shown that tor­ 
pedoed ships generally sink in much 
less time. 
If this is borne out it is 
predicted that quite a different as­ 
pect will be put on the situation. 


Life is one damp, cold thing after an­ 
other for the crews of the British 
blockading fleet that lies outside our 
tiirce mile line waiting for the German 
ships that never come out. 
According 
to at least one of the sailors, it is worse 
than life in the trenches. 
The monot­ 
ony of loafing in the swell of the sea 
watching for some little freighter from 
South America that must be held up 
and searched is getting on the men’s 
nerves. 
Their food Is of the old fashioned 
lime Juicer quality except when some 
daring sea grocer manages to bring a 
cargo of supplies alongside, and even 
then, with December seas ruunlug, it’s 
a gamble whether the fresh vegetables 
from Barnegat or Norfolk will reach 
the cook or Davy Jones. 
One of the British cruisers engaged 
| In the peaceful blockade of our north 
i Atlantic ports is the Sydney, which ran 
the German raider Emden ashore on an 
Island in the Indian ocean and shot her 
to bits. After that the Sydney roamed 
j the North sea looking for German sub- 
I marines, and last month she was or­ 
dered off New York to relieve the cruis­ 
er Iris in keeping tubs on commerce. 


Clew In Zealandia Mystery. 
The letter below, written by a mem­ 
ber of the Sydney’s crew, seems to 
throw light on the Zenlaudia’s adven­ 
ture, but it is more interesting in show­ 
ing how* the British seaman bates the 
Job of watchful waiting off our nearly 
neutral shores: 
*Tt looks as though w’e were tosi>end 
another Christ mas on the briny deep. 
“It has been terribly cold out here, 
and we have had a hard time of it. 
“The other night we ran short of coal 
aud had to shoot down to Bermuda 
and after getting there had to wait a 
long time for a collier. 
We got cur 
bunkers filled next day and had to 
come back here. 
“Of all the places in the world, Bar­ 
negat, or whatever they call it, is the 
worst. 
“If it ain’t blowing it’s snowing or 
raining, and there is a continual swell 
running that keeps your insides snug 
against your main companion way for 
days at ft stretch. 
“There’s nothing to do but hang on 
and off. watching for some bug of a 
freighter that's expected up from some­ 
where In South America. 
“The only excitement we’ve had was 
the funeral of poor old Bob Siddons. 
You remember we three were together 
in Chatham last year, after I hud been 
invalided home from the sub patrol on 
the Dogger? Bob has been ailing for 
months, but he wouldn’t q u it To tell 
you the truth, he wras too bloody old to 
stand the strain. So we dropped him 
over, and there was hardly n dry eye 
aboard. 
“ We sank a shot with him and his 
hammock, and we could well spare it 
because we don’t ever expect to need 
any off liere. 
“Give me the life in the North sea 
chasing perrys (submarine periscopes». 
You could got a bit of thrill dolug 
that, and it was worth while getting 
h it Out here you might as well be on 
a training ship. 


Men Sickly and Unhappy. 
“The men are mostly sickly, and you 
can’t exactly call them happy. 
They 
have nothing to think of except the ar­ 
rival of the cutter with papers and let­ 
ters. 
Lord save us from another job 
like this. 
“I suppose you heard how we lost a 
man over the side who was reaching 
for a sack of lettuce or something. He 
shot down between us and the rotten 
little tug so quick that there was no 
chance to save him. 
“Norfolk may be all right for those 
Interned Germans, but it’s a bad place 
from which to ship us greeus in this 
sort of weather. 
It was much better 
when we laid off Sandy Hook. 
We got 
things regular then. They say we will 
cither have to go down around Galves 
ton, stay here or go to Halifax if we 
want anything like a rest. 
If you get 
news of where we are to go, as you 
probably will, send some note paper so 
I can write my Christmas letters. 
“1 wonder if you heard about any 
ship being run down about three days 
ago not far from Sandy Hook. We had 
a narrow squeak, although we laughed 
afterward about it. 


Guns Brushed Her Poop. 
“It has been very hazy lately, and 
the other night it was exceptionally 
thick. 
We spotted an old cargo boat 
that looked suspicious and bore after 
her. 
“In the fog the old man must have 
misjudged her speed or ours, because 
we ran so close across her stern that 
her propeller beat against our side aud 
our guns swrept right over her poop. 
“Well, the gang on that ship will be 
taking nerve tonic for a month, I guess. 
We couldn’t pick her up again it was 
so thick, but we heard afterward that 
she was the same bloody ship we an­ 
chored alongside ft» Progreso—the Zee- 
lander or some name like th a t”

New York, Dec. 24.— Paul Koenig 
was indicted twice by the federal 
grand jury on charges of “planning, 
preparing and setting on foot’’ mili­ 
tary expeditions against Canada. 
There was one indictment against 
Richard Emil Leyendecker, who was 
an assistant of Koenig's and another 
against Edmund Justice, an Irishman. 
Koenig is named in each indictment 
with the two foregoing. 
There are five counts in each indict­ 
ment, and as the penalty for convic­ 
tion on each count is said to be $3,000 
and three years imprisonment, there 
is a possibility that Koenig, if con­ 
victed, would receive a total imprison­ 
ment of thirty years. 
It is regarded 
as likely, however, that the penalty 
would he three years on each indict­ 
ment. 
The indictments are more compre­ 
hensive than the complaints on which 
the men were arrested. 
It was ob­ 
served also that Frederick Metzler, 
Koenig’s private secretary, was not 
named in the indictments, the reason 
being that he has m ade what is be­ 
lieved to be a full confession to the 
authorities and to the grand jury. 
The indictments accuse Koenig and 
Leyendecker of planning to blow up 
the Welland canal and also of plot­ 
ting to blow up other Canadian works 
of military importance. 
The names 
of the other works, however, are not 
set forth in the indictment. 
In connection with the Koenig-Ley- 
endecker indictment, it v a s brought 
out that the plan was to use employe 
workmen engaged along the canal. 
The overt acts set forth in the Koe- 
nig-.Tustice 
indictment 
charge 
that 
Justice and Metzler went to Canada; 
that each received $30 for expenses. 
The three men were arraigned before 
Judge Mayer, pleaded not guilty and 
were released In bail. 
Koenig furn­ 
ished $30,00; Leyendecker $30,000 and 
Justice $20,000. 
John B. Stanchfield, attorney for 
Max Breitung, argued before Judge 
Mayer in the federal court, for a sep­ 
arate trial for his client on the indict­ 
m ent returned against him, charging 
that Breitung. Robert Fay and others 
plotted to blow up munition carrying 
ships. Stanchfield insisted that Breit­ 
ung should not be tried on the con­ 
fession of Fay. Judge Mayer reserved 
his decision on this point.

General Villa has declared confis­ 
cated all the Mexico properties of W il­ 
liam R. H earst, including the famous 
Babicora ranch. 
J. F. Barker, an em ­

ranch, arrived 
here, 
bringing the 
news 
to John 
Hays, 
H earst’s Mexican manager. The ranch 
is located in the Guerrero district, 
west of Chihuahua City. 
General Jose Delgauo, who has been 
in charge of the Villa mint at Chihua­ 
hua, was shot and killed by Villa be­ 
fore he left Chihuahua, according to 
information obtained by General Del­ 
gado’s nephew, Fred Delgado, of El 
Paso. 
Colonel Hlpolito Villa, brother of 
the general, arrested at San Antonio 
while fleeing to New Orleans to join 
his wife and his brother’s wife, is 
being brought back to El Paso to face 
a charge of giving a check for $10,000 
without funds in the bank to cover it. 
The complaint was filed by Victor 
Carusso. 
The former Villista chieftains who 
signed the surrender in El Paso Mon­ 
day are practically all making their 
headquarters and sleeping quarters in 
El Paso on the “safe side” of the Rio 
Grande. 


Hot Springs, Va., Dec. 24.—Presi­ 
dent Wilson has received a communi­ 
cation from Secretary Lansing rela­ 
tive to foreign affairs. 
It is under­ 
stood th at the letter told of recent 
conversation the secretary of state 
has had with Baron Zwiedinck, the 
charge d’affaires of the A ustrian em­ 
bassy at Washington, regarding the 
demands of the United States growing 
out of the sinking of the Ancona.

intimation as to the details of Mr. 
Lansing’s advices could be obtained. 
The president spent som e time at 
work with his stenographer. 
He read 
Mr. Lansing’s letter and inclosures 
and dictated replies to various letters 
forwarded here from the W hite House. 
There is no present plan to have 
Colonel E. M. House come here for a 
conference before leaving for Europe 
as a special diplomatic representative 
to discuss important questions with 
American ambassadors a t the capi­ 
tals of belligerent powers. 
The president has directed th at con­ 
gratulations on his wedding sent by 
rulers of foreign countries be ack­ 
nowledged through the state depart­ 
ment, and he is supervising personal­ 
ly the answ ering of sim ilar messages 
from American diplomats abroad, of­ 
ficials in this country and personal 
friends. 
The principal celebration of Christ­ 
m as here will be held tonight, and the 
president and Mrs. Wilson have been 
urgently invited to participate. 
In­ 
vitations to attend a Sunday school 
celebration at the Presbyterian church 
and to take tea with one of the cot­ 
tagers were declined. 
For the first time since their arrival 
the president and his wife played golf. 
They went to the course while many 
of the other guests were having lunch, 
and on their return to the hotel found 
practically all the winter colony gath­ 
ered on the lawns to greet them. 
They had played fourteen holes, with 
two secret service men acting as cad­ 
dies.

Late in the afternoon the couple 
took an hour’s automobile ride to 
points of historic interest in the vicin­ 
ity, returning after dark and ju st in 
time for dinner.

Edison, in what close friends said 
was, despite his long semi-public car 
eer, Mr. Edison’s maiden speech out 
lined for the naval construction board 
at its m eeting at the Brooklyn navy 
yard, his plans for a physical research 
laboratory or “trial shop” for the navy 
departm ent as one of the m ost press 
ing needs of the campaign for pre 
paredness. 
To establish the naval research lab­ 
oratory which Mr. Edison has in mind 
and

with
